Forum mourns 
its chairman 


AFTER sad 
reflections and a 
minute’s silence at 
the death of the 
long-standing 
chairman of the 
Barry Men’s 
Forum, Mr Peter 
Westcott, the last 
session before the 
summer recession 
commenced with 
speaker, Mr Tony 
Clement. 

Tony had become 
interested in the Battle 
of Britain while a 
student in 1982, when he 
had to write an essay at 
the London Business 
School, and has 
researched the subject 
extensively. 

He started by 
suggesting the battle was 
an ‘epic myth’ 
propagated by a 1941 
War Office pamphlet 
called ‘The Battle of 
Britain’ encouraged by 
Winston Churchill and 
which became deeply 
rooted after the Airmen’s 
Memorial Service in 
West mi nster in 1947. 

With the aid of many 
photographs, he went 
into detail about the 
relative strengths and 
weaknesses of the 
combatants. Tony 
detailed all the relevant 
aircraft on each side, 
including speeds, 
armaments, turning 
circles etc., and he 
identified that Britain 


had the finest air defence 
system in the world, 
backed up by the radar 
system developed by 
Robert Watson Watts. 

Goering insisted that 
the planned German 
Operation ‘Sealord’ 
required air superiority, 
and he was confident the 
Luftwaffe could achieve 
it. This was considered 
necessary, as the 
available strengths of the 
two navies was vastly in 
Britain’s favour, 73 to 17 
large ships at the time, 
although the British 
Army was on a much 
depleted basis with only 
14 Divisions recovering 
from Dunkirk, and 15 


,Infantry Divisions plus 
‘Dad’s Army’ Home 
Guard. 

With Churchill 
claiming it was a 
magnificent win, the 
Nazis did not admit 
defeat, only a draw, 
when they changed their 
direction of attack onto 
Russia. 

The records indicate 
that Britain lost 713 
aircraft to 558 on the 
German side, but the 
loss of life was 498 
British airmen to 2,700 
Germans. 

The next session will 
commence on the first 
Thursday in October.

A HEART charity 
in Wales has 
secured free heart 
screening for 
children and adults 
throughout Wales, 
thanks to a new 
partnership with a 
cardiac diagnostic 
company based at 
Swansea 
University. 

Welsh Hearts, which 
provides better access to 
heart screening and life¬ 
saving defibrillators 
across Wales, has 
teamed up with Swansea 
University’s spin-out 
company Cardiac Health 
Diagnostics to launch a 
new heart screening 
service open to children 
over five years old, as 
well as adults. 

The new service, 
Heart Screening Wales, 
aims to raise awareness 
of undiagnosed heart 
conditions by providing 
easily accessible 
screening services to 
communities in Wales. 

Ian Gough, former 
Wales and Ospreys 
rugby star and patron of 
Welsh Hearts Cymru, is 
also putting his weight 
behind the initiative to 
help raise awareness of 
the importance of heart 
screening among young 
people. 

Sharon Owen, 
founder and director of 
Welsh Hearts, said: “We 
cannot thank Professor 
Lewis and his team at 
Cardiac Health 
Diagnostics enough for 
collaborating with us to 
make this programme 
sustainable. Many 
people still associate 
heart disease and heart 
attacks with older 
people, but this is sadly 
not the case, as the 
alarming number of 
young people dying 
from heart conditions 
shows. Thanks to this 
exciting new 
partnership, we can 
make a massive 
difference and we will 
save lives of young 
people in Wales.” 

Statistics show that 
hundreds of young 
people die unexpectedly 
every year in the UK 
because of an 
undetected heart 
problem. The new 
partnership will enable 
screening from the age 
of five upwards for 
around 100 people 
during each session at 
locations throughout 
Wales using non- 
invasive ECG testing. 

“We would like to get 
every heart screened in 
Wales. We are very 
grateful for all donations 
that we receive for this 
extremely important all- 
Wales initiative.

It is extremely 
rewarding to be helping 
to identify heart 
problems in young 
children and adults. 
CHD was established to

“We believe that our 
collaboration in 
providing this screening 
service will have a 
significant role in 
helping to reduce the 
number of sudden, 
unexpected heart 
problems through-out 
Wales.”

Ian Gough's heart scare led 
to him helping Welsh charity 


WALES rugby star 
Ian Gough has 
become a patron for 
Wales’ leading heart 
charity after he 
opened up about his 
own heart scare 
earlier this year. 

The former Ospreys 
player was diagnosed 
with atrial fibrillation - 
an irregular and 
abnormally fast heart rate 
following a heart 
screening session. 

Now fighting fit after 
an operation in March, 
Ian is teaming up with 
Welsh Hearts Cymru to 
provide better access to 
heart screening and life¬ 
saving defibrillators 
across Wales. 

He said: “I can’t stress 
how important it is to get 
your heart screened. It 
could save your life. 
After experiencing 
shortness of breath and 
exhaustion after just few 
minutes of playing rugby 
or running, I finally went 
for a heart screening to 
try and get to the bottom 
of the symptoms. The 
diagnosis knocked me 
for six.” 

Atrial fibrillation can 
cause dizziness, 

shortness of breath, 
extreme tiredness and 
heart palpitations. A 
normal heart rate should 
be regular and between 
60 and 100 beats a 
minute when you’re 
resting but, in cases of 
atrial fibrillation, the 


heart’s upper chambers 
contract randomly and 
sometimes so fast that the 
heart muscle cannot relax 
properly between 

contractions. This 
reduces the heart’s 
efficiency and 

performance. 

“Luckily my diagnosis 
was not life threatening, 
but that is not always the 
case,” said Ian. 

“Over 600 young 
people die every year in 
the UK because of 
undetected heart 

conditions. It is like a 
ticking time bomb. My 
experience really opened 
my eyes to the 
importance of heart 
screening. 

“I am thrilled to be a 
patron for Welsh Hearts 
Cymru. The charity does 
amazing work 

highlighting the 

importance of screenings 
and raising awareness for 
the need for more 
defibrillators in 

businesses, schools and 
other venues around 
Wales.” 

Welsh Hearts offers 
free heart screening 
sessions across Wales for 
children over five years 
old as well as adults. 

Sharon Owen, founder 
and director of Welsh 
Hearts, said: “We are 
tackling two important 
issues - detecting 
previously undiagnosed 
heart conditions so that 
people can get the right 
treatment before it’s too 
late, and ensuring that 


people having a cardiac 
arrest have a better 
chance of survival by 
having access to a 
defibrillator. 

“Every second counts 
if you are in cardiac 
arrest and there are 8,000 
sudden cardiac arrests 
outside of hospitals every 
year in Wales. The 
survival rate is just three 
percent. 

“Having easy access 
to a defibrillator can help 
other people restart that 
person’s heart and save 
their life. Survival rates 
can increase to 50 per 
cent when a defibrillator 
is used but the response 
has to be quick. That’s 
why we are trying to get 
as many defibrillators 
into public places in 
Wales as we can. We also 
provide free CPR 
training. 

“It’s so inspiring that 
Ian has opened up and 
talked about how heart 
screening helped him in 
order to save more lives. 
We are delighted that he 
is now our patron. 

“Screening sessions 


cost the charity £5,000 
per session for a full day 
and we cannot continue 
delivering these sessions 
without your financial 
support! Please support 
this worthwhile cause 
and help save lives in 
Wales.”

before the Victoria Inn - 
the Glenbrook in Barry 
and the Green Dragon in 
Llancadle - and they 
stayed just over 10 years 
in each of those too. 

Sadly, Peter passed 
away four years ago, but 
the family tradition 
continues undiminished. 

The Victoria Inn now 
boasts a large dining 
room that keeps three 
chefs busy. They serve 
food all day long on 
Fridays, Saturdays and 
Sundays, and on the 
other four days of the 
week, the restaurant is 
open from 12 to 2.30pm, 
and then from 6pm to 
9pm. 

Sunday is a big day, 
with a choice of four 
different roasts, and 
vegetarian options, from 
12 noon to 4pm, but 
with the regular menu 
running on into the 
evening. 

The accent in the

However, tradition is 
only a good thing up to a 
point, and the pub has 
taken account of 
people’s changing 
drinking habits. 

An excellent range of 
wines is available, both 
by the glass and by the 
bottle. The days when 
wine was only consumed 
with a meal are long 
gone. 

Michael added: “I 
make a point of paying a 
bit more for our wine to 
make sure the quality is 
high. I’m well aware 
that people will judge 
you on the quality of 
your wine.” 

Things don’t stand 
still at the Victoria Inn. 

Three years ago Michael 
and Beryl decided that 
the space upstairs 
needed a rethink, and he 
set about converting it 
into four high-quality 
bedrooms for bed and 
breakfast. 

He did all the work 
himself, and the result is 
that, after only three 
years, the Inn already 
has a number of 
regulars, with guests 
from all over the world.

AS members of the political parties gathered 
at Barry Leisure Centre to observe the votes 
being counted in the election for the Vale’s 
Assembly Member one rumour predicted a 
low turnout - and that Jane Hutt’s tenure 
might be in danger. 

In fact, that rumour was wrong on both counts: 
the turnout increased to 53 per cent from 46.7 per 
cent in 2011, and Jane Hutt was elected for a fifth 
time. 

One old Plaid election hand confided at 
11.30pm: “Jane’s won this, but with a reduced 
majority.” 

And so it proved. Despite being targeted by the 
Conservatives in an intense campaign, when the 
dust had settled, she had secured a 777 vote 
majority over the young Conservative challenger, 
Ross England. Ian Johnson of Plaid held off 
Lawrence Campbell of UKIP to win third place. 

The result was finally announced at 7.15am. 

The other parties were all more than 10,000 
votes adrift of Labour and the Conservatives. 

Results: 

Jane Hutt (Labour) 14,655 votes. 

Ross England (Conservative) 13,878. 

Ian Johnson (Plaid Cymru) 3,871 

Lawrence Andrews (UKIP) 3,662 

Denis Campbell (Lib Dem) 938 

Alison Haden (Green) 798. 

The Lib Dem and Green candidates both lost 
their deposit. 

The Conservatives claimed two Assembly seats 
in the South Wales Central region. 

In fact, it was no change for the Tories, as the 
same two AMs, Leader Andrew RT Davies and 
David Melding, were returned. 

Plaid Cymru still have a regional seat but, 
because Leanne Wood took a seat in her own 
right, beating Labour’s Leighton Andrews in 
Rhondda, it means that Neil McEvoy from 
Cardiff takes her place. 

Linally, to cap a disastrous night for the Lib 
Dems, Elenud Parrott lost her regional seat, and 
has been replaced by UKIP’s Gareth Bennett.

Shelby and her 
friends have been

It’s a plight that 
doesn’t avoid Bad 
Neighbours 2 entirely, 
with both of these 
issues present and 
correct, along with a 
mangled and awkward 
feminist message, but 
it’s a film that does earn 
a degree of leniency, 
based on the charm and 
comedic talents of those 
involved. 

The most outstanding 
thing from Bad 
Neighbours was

Efron certainly plays 
on his physical 
attributes but it plays 
into the joke, whether 
it’s a dance routine 
designed to distract 
where the need for baby 
oil is satisfied by a 
barbecuing leg of meat, 
or the girls of the 
sorority accepting some 
of his more ludicrous 
statements because they 
enjoy looking at him. 

He shows that comedy 
is definitely his forte, 
and while the material 
may not be overly 
demanding, Efron’s 
enjoyable turn is a 
highlight. 

On sturdier ground 
are Seth Rogen and 


Rose Byrne, whose 
likeable chemistry from 
the first film rolls over 
here; now with their 
daughter grown a little 
(her choice of toys is 
most distracting) the 
pair are struggling with 
parental responsibilities 
and choices; when their 
lives are turned upside 
down by the sorority, it 
brings out the best in 
the two performers 
whose game turns add 
to the enjoyment level. 

Chloe Grace Moretz 
isn’t given the material, 
or the character, to 
match up to these and 
feels like a straight 
woman whose concerns 
are seemingly at odds 
with the tone of the 
story. For a film that 
deals with vomiting in 
peoples’ faces, a new¬ 
born baby appearing at 
the worst possible time 
amidst other lowbrow 
comedic staples, the 
concept of sisterhood 
and living your life how 
you want to live it, 
rather than how you are 
expected to live it (in 
college specifically) 
feels like an awkward 
fit at the best of times, 
and sticks out like a 
sore thumb the rest of 
the time. 

There’s no dispute 
that it’s a message that 
is empowering and 
important, but used the 
way it is, especially as 
there are several points 


where the stereotypes 
are reinforced rather 
than deconstructed, it 
feels empty and lacking, 
included seemingly 
more as a tip of the hat 
to a more gender- 
diverse cast than the 
first film. 

It does manage to 
coast by on the charm 
of the leads, specifically 
Efron, and it’s 
undemanding, 
reasonably enjoyable 
fare; but it doesn’t 
match up to the first 
film. The case against 
comedy sequels claims 
another victim with Bad 
Neighbours 2. 

VERDICT -A 
disappointing, gender- 
swap retread of the first 
film, Bad Neighbours 2 
manages to maintain 
some charm and 
goodwill thanks to the 
likes of Seth Rogen, 
Rose Byrne and MVP 
Zac Efron, but an 
awkward feminist 
message feels out of 
place and while the 
jokes are diverting 
enough, it doesn’t ever 
truly hit the heights.

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Rural team 
reflects on how 
Euro cash was 
spent in the Vale 
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CREATIVE 
Rural 
Communities 
(CRC), the Vale 
Council’s rural 
regeneration 
team, marked 
Europe Day 2016 
with a review of 
some of the Vale’s 
most successful 
rural initiatives. 

Since it was 
established in 2004, the 
CRC team has overseen 
£7.7m of investment 
across the Vale as part of 
the EU-funded Rural 
Development Plan for 
Wales 2007-2014. 

Based in Cowbridge, 
the team has helped 
communities and 

businesses to develop, 
and has supported 
projects that benefit the 
local economy. 

The team has focused 
on tourism projects, 
investment in 

community facilities, 
and farm diversification, 
and notable examples of 
each were the focus of 
the showcase. 

One of the first 
projects started by CRC 
was Big Screen Cinema, 
which shows films at 
Cowbridge Town Hall. 

In 2014, the town 
council received funding 
for a new state of the art 
cinema which is now 
also used by other 
groups and for events. 

Steph Bonnar, cinema 
volunteer, said: “The 
cinema has become a 
wonderful monthly 
social event for the town 
with between 100 and 
150 attending each 
screening. The funding 
has helped several 
community cinemas 
across the Vale to get 
going.” 

The Cowbridge 
Physic Garden was 
another project to 
receive funding in the 
early days and following 
this the Old Hall 
Grounds, championed 
by Cowbridge Charter 
Trust, has seen 
substantial EU 

investment. 

In addition, the town 
walls, pond, fagade 
restoration, storytelling 
circle, interpretation and 
the Iolo trail have also 
received funding. 


The heritage of the 
area has since been 
brought to life by local 
groups such as historical 
societies at a number of 
locations, including St 
Quentin’s Castle. 

Martyn Hurst, a 
trustee of the garden, 
said: “When the dream 
of the Cowbridge Physic 
Garden began a little 
over 10 years ago, it was 
European funding that 
was the essential catalyst 
to get the project started. 

“With the 

infrastructure under way, 
and with unstinting 
effort from skilled and 
enthusiastic volunteers, 
the garden has grown 
into the much-loved gem 
it is today.” 

Elsewhere in the area, 
investment has been 
seen in community 
facilities such as Twt 
Park, Downs View play 
area and Cowbridge 
allotments. Village halls 
in Aberthin, Penllyn, 
Llansannor, 
Llanblethian, along with 
Cowbridge town hall 
itself, have all received 
funding for 

improvements, as have 
facilities such as Holy 
Cross Church and the 
Old Hall to open the 
buildings up for greater 
community use. 

Farm diversification 
funding formed a 
significant chunk of the 
overall CRC 

regeneration budget, and 
was an aspect that 
generated a lot of 
interest. One of the 
success stories in this 
area has been the 
Penllyn Estate’s 

Cowbridge Cabins. 

One of five farms to 
be supported with grants 
of up to £40,000 has 
recently won an award 
for best hostel in the UK. 

Phil Chappell, team 
leader for economic 
development, said: 
“None of these projects 
would be possible 
without the dedication of 
our wonderful local 
residents and businesses. 

“Many people only 
associate west Wales and 
the valleys with EU 
funding, but in excess of 
£lm of grants have been 
awarded in the 
Cowbridge ward alone. 

“At CRC, we inspire 
communities and 

businesses to develop 


their own ideas and 
equip them with the 
skills to implement them 
rather than develop ideas 
on their behalf. 

“These skills can then 
be transferred to others 
and this way of working 
ensures the 

sustainability of ideas 
that have been 
developed. I have seen a 
real shift in the 
regeneration culture in 
the rural Vale since I 
started back in 2004.” 

Creative Rural 

Communities is now 
looking ahead with an 
award of £1.82 million 
to run a new programme 
until 2020. 

The team is also able 
to assist in accessing 
some of the £59 million 
of Rural Community 
Development Funding 
available to rural 
communities and 

businesses.

The bees are 
getting restless! 


EVERYTHING is 
busy here at 
Fonmon. 

The oilseed rape is 
very visible now and the 
bees are returning from 
foraging trips looking 
yellow and burdened 
with pollen and nectar. It 
is the bees that decide 
what they will visit and 
not the beekeeper. 

The Queens have 
certainly stepped up their 
laying and, of course, as 
the population of the hive 
expands, so do the Varroa 
mites. I have trays under 
several colonies so that I 
can be aware of the mites 
and calculate their 
progress. 

Swarming and varroa 
are the main problems 
that new beekeepers have 
to get to grips with. Calls 
to attend to swarms have 
already come in.

room, i.e. adding boxes 
does help but swarming 
is something that is a part 
of the bees’ life cycle, 
that’s how they keep the 
species going, so sooner 
or later, despite the 
beekeeper’s best 

endeavours, his/her bees 
will swarm. You can’t 
always be the winner. 

Many of our new 
beekeepers will start off 
with a swarm and some 
will purchase bees from 
breeders who put 
together a starter kit of 
several thousand bees, 
plus a laying Queen, all 
housed in a half-sized 
hive on frames. 

Eventually, as the 
Queen lays more eggs the 
colony will have to be 
put into a full-size hive 
and bingo, you are a 
beekeeper. The cost of 
one of these nucleus 
hives will be around 
£160 but the cost of a 
swarm will be £50 or so. 

The difference in cost 
here is because the local 
society beekeeper is a 
hobby beekeeper and 
does not make a living 
from any beekeeping 


activity. There is, of 
course, the desire to help 
the newcomer get under 
way. 

A plentiful supply of 
forage is on offer here at 
Fonmon but not much in 
the way of pollinating 
insects can be observed; 
in fact, only last week at 
around 4pm, I could see a 
tractor busily spraying a 
field of oilseed rape in 
full bloom in the 
Penmark area! Was it 
liquid fertiliser? Or was it 
insecticide? 

Pollinators are on the 
wing at this time of day, 
but not for long if the 
spray being applied was 
the latter. It has been said 
that farmland today is a 
desert as far as wildlife is 
concerned and it is not 
too difficult to 

understand why. 

In the course of my 
reading, I have come 
across the statement that 
said we humans are the 
only species with the 
ability to change the 
planet and we are 
certainly doing that.

Bluebell woodland in Coed 
Mawr delights ramblers... 


THE weather turned up 
trumps for Rachel’s recent 
bank holiday walk for 
Penarth and District 
Ramblers and, meeting at 
the Rhiwderin Inn, the 12 
assembled walkers and 
Ramakin were advised this 
was a celebration of two 
birthdays, the first being 
Rachel’s while the second 
remained a secret to be 
revealed later. 

Intrigued, and setting off from 
Rhiwderin, a climb led towards 
Fox Hill and a glorious view of 
Twmbarlwm and Mynydd Henllys 
on the opposite side of the Ebbw 
Valley, before tramping through a 
bluebell carpeted woodland floor 
in Coed Mawr. 

In a field at Upper Ochrwyth 
the gate was firmly locked, so 
everyone had to squeeze through 
the fence much to the amusement 
of the two resident horses. 

Entering steep sloping fields 
and ducking under an electric 
fence, morning coffee followed 
before exiting onto the road at 
Castle Farm where nine donkeys 
were grazing quietly in a field. 

A steep climb led to the disused 
Ochrwyth or Pontymister quarry 
and, passing the remnants of old 
quarry buildings, the path led 
uphill to Mynydd Machen 
Common, then through a boggy 
area onto a man-made forestry 
path through felled trees. 

Another steep climb through 
woodland led into open meadows 
where the sky to the northwest 
turned black and continuing to 
climb by field and road onto 
Mynydd Machen, a brief but 
blustery downpour of hailstones 


forced the donning of waterproofs, 
prior to the sun making its return. 

Reaching the trig point on 
Mynydd Machen at a height of 
362m, the secret became clear as 
this year heralds the 80th 
anniversary of the Triangulation 
Point. 

In 1935, the Ordnance Survey 
decided to rewrite maps and 
appointed Brigadier Martin 
Hotine to complete the mammoth 
task, and he designed the trig point 
to be level bases for surveyor’s 
theodolites and then constructed 
6,500 of them across Britain. 

Although the 110 Global 
Navigation Satellite System does 
the same job in only seconds, the 
trig point still holds a special place 
in walkers’ hearts, both as a 
navigational aid and a place from 
which to enjoy outstanding views.

A panorama 
is simply several pictures taken across 
a view from a single viewpoint then 
joined together to present a long, wide 
image. The process has been made 
much easier since the advent of 
computer packages such as Photoshop, 
and the fact that it is easier to project 
such images than print them resulted in 
the vast majority being projected 
images. 

Members introduced their own 
images and explained the thought 
processes and the techniques behind 
each shot. This was a very interesting 
evening and is likely to become an 
annual event. 

The following week saw a visit 
from Tony Rackham FRPS, supported 
by his wife Betty, with a presentation 
entitled ‘Wildlife In Our Garden’. The 
evening consisted of a display of first 
class images of plant life and wildlife 
big and small. 


Unusually, a lot of time was devoted 
to explanations of the technical aspects 
of the images, such as shutter speed, 
lens apertures used and the importance 
of support for the camera. 

Once again the month concluded 
with our monthly competition night. 
This month the judge was Keith 
Sharpie, who managed to arrive on 
time despite horrendous traffic 
problems. Keith gave a detailed and 
very thorough critique to every shot 
and in complete contradiction to other 
judges on the circuit, made the point 
that the way the prints were mounted 
made no difference at all to him - he 
was only interested in the image. 

Other judges however, tend to place 
great importance on the mount as 
being part of the entire image. He was 
impressed with the strength of the 
images he had been given and awarded 
marks and prizes as follows: 

Monochrome Print: Kevin 

awarded 20 points and first place to 
Glenn Porter for his action shot ‘A 
Shot At The Steelers Goal’, second 
place and 19 points to Glenn Porter 
again for ‘Old Tilley Lamp’ and 18 
points and third place to John Dudley 
for ‘Rocky’. Highly commended were 
‘Spanner Man’ by John Dudley and 
‘Mist In The Woods’ by Roy Carr 
which all received 17 points. 

Colour Print: 20 points and first 
place was granted to Glenn Porter for 
‘The Pier’, 19 points and second place 
to Barbra Archdale-Smith for 
‘Structural Shapes’ and third place 
with 18 points went to Roy Carr for 
‘Saltwick Down’. Highly commended 
prints gaining 18 points each were 
‘Styling It’ by Glenn Porter and ‘Dawn 
On Whitby Pier’ by Roy Carr. 

The Projected Image section was, 
as always, the best supported section 
and Keith made the following awards: 
Gareth Williams gained an outright 
first prize scoring 20 points for his 


‘Southerndown Sunset’, Philippa 
Evans was awarded 19 points and 
second place for ‘Common Blue 
Damselfly’, and Gareth Williams 
gained third place with ‘The 
Abandoned Game’, scoring 18 points. 

Highly commended images, each 
scoring 17 points were ‘Proud’ by Tom 
Conibear, ‘Don’t Cry’ by Malcolm 
Downes and ‘Male Wren Singing’ by 
Steve Everitt. Congratulations to all 
prize winners but in particular to 
Philippa for such a terrific show of 
multiple successes over the month. 

May sees the end of the winter 
programme, with the summer 
programme due to start on June 11 
with the annual Barrian Cup and Dave 
Cowdrey Trophy. Approximately 20 
clubs from Wales and the West of 
England will be competing for these 
trophies and anyone who wants to see 
some first class photography should 
come along to the St. Francis 
Millennium Centre to this event. 

Throughout the remainder of 2016

ON Saturday, April 
30, the Barry Yacht 
Club ran the 80th 
anniversary Bristol 
Channel Race in 
conjunction with 
the Bristol Channel 
Pilot Cutters 
Association and 
very generously 
sponsored by 
Simon Winter 
Marine. 

The weather leading 
up to this event was not 
particularly favourable 
but a total of seven 
vessels entered the race 
with five arriving on 
Friday and most taking 
advantage of the free 
docking and berths 
provided by ABP. 

The remaining boats 
arranged to arrive on 
Saturday morning 
before the midday race 
start. The fleet 
comprised a total of 
four original Bristol 
Channel Pilot Cutters 
and three other gaff 
rigged vessels. 

All crews attended a 
very successful fish and 
chip supper at the BYC 
Clubhouse on Friday 
evening where we were 
also joined by members 
of the Old Gaffers 
Association. 

The course for this 
event requires the boats 
to round Lundy Island 
and then sail north to a 
buoy at the west end of 
the Helwick sands off 
the Gower peninsular 
before returning to 
finish at Barry. The 
straight line distance is 
about 125 nautical 
miles. 

The weather on 
Saturday morning was 
ideal with a force 3 to 4 
westerly wind and 
some pleasant sunshine. 

The wind freshened 
just before the start and 
some vessels tacked 
inshore to cheat the last 
hour of the flood tide. 

Others kept offshore 
on starboard tack and 
most of the fleet ended 
up reaching the 
southern coast of the 
channel somewhere 
between Lynmouth and 
Illfracombe. 

They encountered 
some fairly strong 
winds and the usual 
choppy sea produced 
by the ebb tide running 
against the westerly 
wind. 

One of the pilot 
cutters, Alpha, retired 
due to seasickness and 


an injury to a crew 
member. She returned 
to Barry that evening. 

In the late afternoon 
and evening the wind 
lightened and some 
boats had to anchor to 
prevent being pushed 
back up channel by the 
next flood tide. 

The leading boats at 
this stage were the gaff 
rigged Jan Rorlan and 
the pilot cutter 
Mascotte. They both 
reached Lundy at about 
0400 on Sunday 
morning and then had a 
broad reach to the 
Helwick buoy. The 
Bristol Channel Cutter 
Olga rounded Lundy at 
about 0500 with the 
Scillies Cutter Agnes 
about an hour astern. 

Working Yacht 1 and 
the final pilot cutter 
Dolphin rounded Lundy 
several hours later and 
they all made fairly fast 
passages to the Helwick 
with the increased 
westerly breeze. 

The leading three 
boats reached the 
Helwick between 0900 
and 1000 with Agnes 
rounding at about 
midday and Working 
Yacht at about 1300. 
Dolphin, the smallest 
boat in the race, was 
still in fairly close 
touch with the rest of 
the fleet. 

Almost all the 
vessels encountered a 
lightening wind and 
some flat calm for their 
return up channel but 
the slower boats had 
the best of the wind 
while the leaders had to 
anchor to prevent being 
set back down channel 
by the ebb tide. 

Progress for all 
vessels was very slow 
in the very light 
conditions and the 
weather turned pretty 
miserable with thick 
mist and drizzly rain. 
Some boats spent 
several hours at anchor 
and the Jan Rorlan had 
to use her motor to 
keep clear of the 
shallow sands off Nash 
Point. She eventually 
retired and motored 
home. 

The first boat to 
finish was Mascotte at 
13 minutes past 
midnight on Monday 
morning having 
completed the course in 
just over 36 hours. 

She was followed 
about IVi hours later by 
Agnes which was some 
3 A hour ahead of Olga. 


Working Yacht 1 
finished shortly before 
0400 with the last boat, 
Dolphin, only about 40 
minutes astern. 
Considering the variety 
of vessels entered in the 
race and the very 
variable conditions, it is 
surprising that all boats 
finished so close to one 
another after this long 
race. 

On corrected time 
the two winning boats 
were only 4 minutes 
and 16 seconds apart 
and the whole fleet 
were only a little over 
two hours apart after 
more than 40 hours of 
racing. 

Following the race 
BYC put on a buffet 
lunch for all 
competitors at Monday 
lunchtime. Following 
this lunch the 
Commodore of BYC, 
Joe Frearson, expressed 
particular thanks to the 
crews of the vessels 
who had attended this 
very successful 
anniversary race. 

He also thanked all 
those who were 
involved in the 
organisation of the race 
and the ladies who had 
prepared the supper and 
the buffet lunch. The 
prizes were then 
presented to the 
winners by the 
Commodore’s wife, 

Lis. 

Each of the boats is 
allocated an individual 
handicap and the 
calculations produced 
the following corrected 
overall results: 

1st Bristol Channel 
Pilot Cutter, Dolphin 
(Roger Capps) winning 
the Cock o’ the Bristol 
Channel Trophy, a BYC 
Burgee defaced with a 
golden cockerel and 
£200.1st Non Pilot 
Cutter, Working Yacht 1 
(John Laband) winning 
the Tern Challenge 
Trophy and £200. 

There was also a 
prize for the first boat 
to finish and this was 
Mascotte (Mark 
Tyndall) winning the 
Lundy Challenge 
Trophy and £100. 

Each of the winners 
will also receive a half 
model of their boat. All 
competitors received a 
commemorative brass 
plaque and an 
individual mug 
incorporating an 
illustration of their 
boat.

LOCAL derbies

which saw Barry score 
two converted tries 
against the run of play. 

The first came from a 
penalty in the Barry 22 
which, rather than a safe 
kick to touch, saw the 
ball kicked high in a 
planned move for flying 
winger Knapman to 
chase. 

With the defence 
having to turn, the 
winger sped past his 
opposite number and, 
with a gazelle-like leap, 
caught the ball for a 
superb try.
